2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The invention of 
Group I discloses an elongate charge injection assembly and its particular electrodes. 
The invention of Group II discloses a multilayer radiation imaging module comprising a 
multilayer ionizing radiation sensitive element and a charge injection assembly, however 
it does not require any of the specifics of the charge injector of Group I. The invention of 
Group III discloses an X-ray imaging module including a multilayer sensor element, 
however it does not require the specific layers as disclosed in the invention of Group II. 
The invention of Group IV discloses a flat panel digital X-ray image detector without the 
characteristics of the sensor of any of the Groups II, III. The invention of Group V 
discloses an ionizing radiation imaging module including a radiation sensor and a 
charge injector, however it does not require a multilayer ionizing sensing element nor 
any of the specifics of the injector of Group I.
